WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—When_ the 
White House emerges from its period of 
mourning it will enter an era such ae it has 
mever known since Dolly Madison days. 

For the first time in years, excepting 
only during Mrs. Grover Cleveland's re- 
gime, the “first lady in the land” is a wom- 
an whose youth and health will permit her 
to undertake the social duties of her posi- 
tion. For the first time in 50 years the 
White House will have a daughter, and a 
daughter just at the most enviable mo- 
ment of her girlhood. For in February Miss 
Alice Roosevelt will be 18 years of age, and 
@ day had been set a month before her 
birthday for her debut in Washington. 

That debut will take place at the White 
Houst toward spring, if that seem advis- 
able, or next fall if the period of mourning 
be longer. 

In any case, the White House will be 
what it has never been—the home of a 
Gebuiante and a center for her friends. 

The woman whose hand will direct all this 
gaiety of young people and will manage 
every formal social affair and state func- 
tion given at the White House in the next 
four years, is distinctly qualified to play 
her part. She is distinctively qualified to be 
the wife of the “‘strenuous President.” 

Do what he may from now on, Theodore 
Roosevelt will go down in history as “the 
strenuous President.’ It is as inevitable 
as fate. For all practical purposes in Amer- 
ican speech he might as well have coined 

-the word strenucus. ‘‘Theodore Roosevelt, 
his mark,” is stamped on the expression. 

For a long time it has been a favorite 
word with him in his writing and speaking. 
On April 10, 1899, he delivered an address 
before the Hamilton Club in Chicago in 
which he said: “I wish to preach not the 
doctrine of ignoble ease, but the doctrine of 
the strenuous life.’ The words caught like 
prairie fire. Roosevelt waked up next 
morning to tind the word strenuous at- 
tached to his name forever. Like Grant's 
“I propose to fight it out on this line If it 
takes all summer,” the phrase stuck be- 
cause it had American grit in it. 

if ever a word described a man, the 
word strenuous sums up the character of 

Roosevelt. He is a born fighter. It is his 
mental attitude well as his physical 
characteristic. Every inch of his road from 
Cutler's Academy to the White House has 
been fought out, against odds. 

Nothing illustrates this quite so well as 
the hustling. outdoor ranch life, the big 
game hunting. boxing wrestling. wood 
chopping, soldiering career of the man 
aside from his public and social life.

Nevertheless she is thoroughly informed 
and keenly interested in every question of 
the day. It is only that so far she has In- 
dulged a preference for watching history 
rather than to have the smallest share in 
{ts making. 

As an administrator Mrs. Roosevelt ts 
Superb. Her, husband's career has made it 
Mecessary for her to conduct several homes 
@t the same time, which she has done with 
masterly efficiency. Her financial ability 
also quite distinguishes her from the run 
of women. 

As a mother the wife of Theodore Roose- 
velt is, of course, irreproachable.

CURTIS THOUGHT HIS END HAD 
SURELY COME. 


TOOK A TUMBLE IN THE DARK 


When His Friends Went for Help They 
Were Threatened With Shooting 
by a Frightened Farmer. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 21.—Boyn- 
ton D. Curtis lately went through the most 
harrowing experience of his life near Rus- 
sell, Minn. He was the victim of an ac- 
cident which might have cost him his life, 
but which turned out more ridiculous than 
serious. 

Mr. Curtis was driving across the coun- 
try with two other men on a dark night 
in order to make certain railway connec- 
tions. The road was not very well de- 
fined, and they lost their way. Seeing 
lights in a farm house, Mr. Curtis sug- 
gested that inquiries be made as to their 
whereabouts. His companions remained in 
the rig, and he stumbled through the gloom 
toward the house. He scaled a rail fence 


and almost reached the house, when he 
suddenly stepped into space. An open well 
had intervened. He thought he never 
would stop falling, and when he finally 
landed with a thud he was up to his neck 
= water and about 30 feet from the sur- 
ace. 

As soon as he cou'd collect his senses, 
Mr. Curtis began to shout lustily for help. 
It took his voice some time to reach his 
friends. It was only when they came 
toward the house to learn what was de- 
laying him that they heard his cries. Then 
it took them fully 15 minutes to find out 
where he was. 

When they at length located him in the 
well they made haste to summon help 
from the house. The farmer's family, in 
the meantime, had become alarmed ai the 
unusual commotion outside, and extin- 
guishing all the lights In the house, had 
taken refuge on the upper floor. : 

When Curtis’ friends Knocked at the door 
they were warned that if they did not 
make tracks they would be shot full of 
holes. The beiated travelers immediately 
put a egafe distance between themselves 
and the house, while Mr. Curtis continued 
to direct attention to himself. 

He was Kept in the well 
when the farmer was finally made to un- 
derstand what had happened. He came to 
the rescue with a rope and the Minneap- 
olis man, who was on the verge of exhaus- 
tion from his long stay in the mudhole, was 
finally brought to the surface. 

In falling Mr. Curtis struck his hip on a 
projecting piece of masonry and was pain- 
fully injured.

PARKER FIRST 
HIT CLOLGOSL 


Texan Eyewitness Tells What 
He Saw. 


ONLY TEN FEET AWAY 


WAS 


STRATEGY USED IN REMOVING 
THE ASSASSIN. 


But for That the Crowd Would Have 
Left Little of Czlogosz for the 
Electric Chair to Do 
Its Work On. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 21.—J. H. Hosack 
of Dallas, Tex., was at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel last evening, with friends, when the 
subject of the President's assassination 
came up, and told the story of the deed as 
he saw it. 

Mr. ITiosack was within 10 feet of the 
President when he was shot. He is a cool- 
headed man, with a wide experience, hav- 
ing been for years a commissioned Texas 
Ranger, and a member of one of the most 
famous companies of scouts in the country. 
His experience has been such as to qualify 
him for close and quick observation, and he 
knows exactly how quick a gun can be 
pulled by an expert who Is on the alert. 

“It would have been- impossible for the 
detectives to stop Czo!gosz between the 
shots. Iie had his pistol covered and It 
looked like his hand was in a siing, and 
he was protecting it from the crushing of 
the crowd, which was very thick. I was in 
the line. and saw the whole tragedy. He 
shook hands with his left hand, and as he 
did he pushed the President’s hand to one 
side, and, presenting his pistol, fired both 
shots at almust the same instant of time. 

“It was not a second after the first 
shot before the man was knocked down, 
and right here I cou.d settle a question 
that seems to be causing considerable 
controversy as to whether the negro, 
Parker, floored the assassin. Il am sure 
that the big negro struck the first blow, 
and knocked the man down. I am person- 
ally acquainted with the detectives who 
were around the president, and had only 
@ moment before been in conversat.on 
with Detective Ireland. The detectives fol- 
lowed the negroe’s knock-down biow by 
falling on the assassin, and the rest of the 
crowd followed. Everybody hit anything 
in sight. The next blow after the negro 
Struck the man was given by a po.iceman, 
who struck him on the face with his club, 
laying it open. All sorts of people then 
plied on him, and hit anybody that came 
first, while the detectives did a pretty cool 
piece of work that I think has never been 
told in print, at least I have never seen an 
account of it. All the accounts I have seen 
tell that the assassin was taken to the ex- 
position detention-house in the automobile 
patrol wagon. That was not the case. They 
could never have gotten him there, as the 
crowd was so infuriated that he would 
have been torn to pieces. 

“What they did do was to pull him out 
from under the pile of struggling men and 
hurry him into the room to the back of 
the platform, where he is said to have been 
taken, in all the accounts that I have seen. 
but when the automobile patrol wagon 
came they bundled a hastily made dummy 
into it, and two policemen started off in the 
wagon as if they were taking the man to 
the house of detention. The crowd fol- 
lowed the patrol wagon, and the policemen 
Stood them off with pistols, creating a 
diversion that probably saved the life of 
the assassin for the electric chair. The 
crowd made rush after rush on the wagon, 
and were beaten back with clubs and pis- 
tols until they began to suspect something, 
and then the attacks became less furious. 
and were more easily managed. 

“This took some time, and in the mean- 
time one of the carriages that bore the 
presidential party to the exposition 
grounds was called to a side door. and the 
assassin was bundled into the bottom of 
it, and the detectives in citizen's clothes 
took seats and put their feet on him. When 
they were driven away, all that the crowd 
could see was two men bowing politely as 
a carriage bore them swiftly away. 

“A telephone message had been sent to 
the gate, to have it open wide, and it open- 
ed as the carriage approached. 

“In the meantime a few men had seen 
the anarchist transferred to the carriage. 
and the alarm was given. Numbers of 
men, mounted on wheels, followed the car- 
riage which only had a minute’s start, and 
they gave the alarm along the route, and 
the crowd was closing in on the carriage 
when the gate was reached. There was 
much confusion {In the crowd, as they did 
not really know exactly what was in the 
wind, but they were guess'ng very well, 
when the gate flew open and the carriage 
passes through the gates. swinging shut 
ehind it with a snap, leaving the crowd 
clamoring within. 

“It was some distance to the prison, and 
the crowd outside guessed from the troub'e 
within what was going on and pursuit of 
the carriage began again. I do not know 
that the crowd outside was in a mood to 
do violence, but I do know that it was 
best not to take anv chances, so another 
strategy was resorted to. 

‘The police’ patrol! wagons were met 
coming to the exposition grounds, and they 
separated, each taking a different direc- 
tion, and go'ng at full speed. while the car- 
riage slowed up a little and went another 
wavy. The crowd followed the patrol wa- 
gons, naturally, and they led them a long 
race, while the carrisge proceed°d to the 


jail ou'etiv. and denosited the prisoner. 


“When Czo'gzosz was taken Into the pris- 
on at Buffalo. there were not 20 pneople 
in sight. and none of them, except the po- 
lice officers, who were in readiness to re- 
ceive him. knew who he was. It was the 
neatest piece of strategy that I have ever 
seen 

“Talk about a mob befng mad,” contin- 
ued the narrator, “ that was the maddest 
crowd TI have ever seen. They did not 
know exactly where the anarchist was, and 
thev wanted to get at him. 

“T think if the crime had been committed 
in Texas. there would have been little left 
for the electric chair by the time they eot 
through with the assassin, but they were 
not on to the wavs of detectives in takirg 
prisoners out of the hands of a mob, and 
so they were easily lost. Thev never knew 
how he got away, and, believe, this fs 
the first time that the real manner of his 
arrest has been made known. I Know al 
the detectives, and IT am sure they will bear 
me out in my statement of the case. As 
to the negro beine the first to strike the 
murderer down, there can be no question. 
He was in the line, standing along the 
platform. waiting to shake hands with the 
President. and I noticed him there before 
and after the deed. I naturally would no- 
tire the negro in the line, being a Lou'si- 
anian by birth and raining. and not §*- 
crctemed te eeetne hegroes In the same as- 
semblies with white people on a plane of 
equality. 3 

“T was looking d>wn the line to see how 
many stood between me and my chance 
to shake hands with the President, when 
the shots were fired. and the negro was 
between me and the assassin, so I had 
every onportuntty to see him fell the an- 
archist with a blow on the side of the 
neck or behind the ear.”

TWO BROTHERS DISAPPEAR 


THE SUPPOSED SEELETON OF ONE 
Is FOUND. 


Alleged Series of Crimes by a Degen- 
erate Have Excited All the Pop- 
ulation in and About 
Deadwood, 8S. D. 


DEADWOOD, 8S. D., Sept. 21.—The story 
of the Ward murders, which have. un- 
doubtedly been perpetrated within a short 
walk of this city, Is most fitting to the 
name of Deadwood. More thrilling mur- 
ders, holdups and robberies have been re- 
ported from this date line, than from any 
other place in the United States. A good 
many eastern people who venture into the 
“wilds’’ of the Black Hi:ls_ today, are 
looking about for just such a crime as 
occurred near Pliuma over six weeks ago. 
They hold onto their pocketbooks w.th 
fear and trembling, and they sl.ep with 
one eye open at night, expecting to find 
their scalp or worse, yet, their head gone 
by daybreak. 

There is not a more peaceable city in the 
world than old Deadwood. With 25 sa- 
loons, a population of 6000, and old-time 
miners in the camps, there are but three 
policemen on the day and night forces, 

But there are people in every communl- 
ty who are born murderers. Give them 
the chance and they will commit a crime. 
W. H. Ward, who now its closely watched 
in an fron cage in this city, is unques- 
tionably a murderer at heart. How many 
deeds he will have to answer for will prob- 
ably never be known. Whether he is crazy 
and committed his crimes under a spell cf 
insanity will be determined at his coming 
trial. 


Disappearance 

of the Shephards. 

Some six weeks ago two brothers named 
Kirk and Lee Shephard who resided with 


their mother near Pluma,. three miles 
from this city, suddenly disappeared. 
Kirk was 16 and Lee was W® years old. 
There was a third brother named Harley. 
> ae 18 Harley had been adopted by W. 

. Ward, familiarly known as ‘‘Beachers.”’ 
As Harley grew older he resented the de- 
generate practices of Ward, which he was 
made to perform a part in once each week. 
This is supposed to have commenced the 
trouble between Ward and the other broth- 
ers. When Ward found out that Lee Shep- 
hard was advising his younger brother. 
Harley, to quit the old man and come back 
to his own home to live, it is supposed that 
Ward immediately began to lay plans for 
the extermination of both of the brothers. 
At any rate, Lee and Kirk suddenly dis- 
appeared, and a few days later, when the 
searching parties got pretty close, Ward 
disappeared, too. Things got very iInterest- 
in when, a few days later, one of the 
searching parties unearthed the decom- 
posed body of a man, which tallied in every 
way with that of Lee Shephard, one of 
the missing brothers. The body was found 
in an old water ditch, covered over with 
about two feet of dirt and some willow 
brush. The body was beyond recognition. 
a quantity of quick-lime hav ng been placed 
beneath and o ntop of the body to hasten 
the decomposition. The body was dressed in 
a suit of underclothes and the hair on the 
head was red in color, corresponding with 
that of Lee Shephard, 


Great Excitement 

Then Prevailed. 
When the body was unearthed there was 
the greatest excitement in the old town 


of Deadwood and at Lead, and the entire 
population turned out to hunt for the man 
who was suspected of committing the 
crime. Hundreds of people went over the 
little garden patch with iron bars, thrust- 
ing them down a foot or more in hopes of 
striking the soft burial place of the sec- 
ond brother, who was still missing. But 
Ward had made good his escape. The 
searching purties went through the old 
man’s house, peeked into every old “well 
and tunnel for a mile around the place, 
plowed the potato garden and tore up the 
rotting floor. They found every day some 
clew, not only to the crime of the murder 
of Lee Shephard, whose body had been 
unearthed, but to other murders that are 
believed to have been committed by him. 
All of the clothes worn by Lee Shep- 
hard were found in the house, excepting 
a suit of underclothes, which were on the 
dead body when found.

Ward Asserts 
His Innocence. 

Ward was captured near the Devil's tow- 
er, 8) miles northwest of this city. He 
had gone there to look after a ranch, so 
he states, which he owned in part with 
another man. Ward was found asleep in 
the bushes early in the morning and was 
taken without any resistance. Ward felgned 
Surprise at being taken into custody. He 
stated that he had not read any of the 
newspapers containing reports of his dis- 
appearance and that of the Shephard broth- 
ers. and he did not see why he should be 
taken to jail. He was brought to Dead- 
wood by the sheriff and has been in close 
confinement ever since. Nothing much 
was brought out in his preliminary tria!, 
but he was bound over without bail. to 
answer the charge of murder in the first 
degree. 

Ward came to the Black Hills about 14 
years ago. He built a house at the mouth 
of Little Strawberry gulch, south of this 
city, and but little has been known of his 
daily life. He was not friendly to visitors 
who might chance to call on him at his 
house, but on the street or anywhere off 
from his premises he was sociability itself. 
He was a strong Odd Fellow and was 
known as a friend to the sick brothers. 
How he has lived {s a mystery. He never 
worked for anyone, but owned some min- 
ing ground of his own. Frequently he 
Sent out reports to his friends that he had 
made a sale of his ground, but the records 
do not show any transfers. He kept Har- 
ley Shephard docile by promising him $5000, 
which he stated he hed received from the 
Saie of a mine. Ward new savs that Lee 
Shephard stole the $5000 and ran away with 
it and that instead of being dead he ts in 
hiding with Ward's roll. The records do not 
disclose any transfer made by Ward in 
which $5000 or even $5 was paid him for 
ground.

The 
letter was not written by Lee at all. but 
by Ward, who had imitated Lee's hand- 
writing. It is now supposed that Ward in- 
tended to get Harley back home

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CHARACTER OR INTELLECT. 


Running through al! the eulogies of President McKinley, like 
a thread of pure gold, was the hearty recognition of his personal 
character as the chief factor in his success as a public man. 

Long ago Emerson dwelt lovingly upon the pre-eminence of 
character. Intellect Is useful,:but unless it {s rooted in and con- 
trolled by character it is a source of failure rather than of suc- 
cess, and greatness cannot be compassed without virtue. 

Intellettually Washington was inferior to Franklin, Hamilton 
or Jefferson. He was greater than these because he had a char- 
acter like granite in firmness and devotion to right. His power 
was that of the man, not the thinker: people trusted and 
honored him because his judgment was never corrupted by in- 
tellectual vanity, nor misled by hazardous political speculations 
of mere thinkers. 

Willlam -McKinley persuaded the love and confidence of all 
men because hie light was not cold, but warm. .He extorted the 
admiration of his political foes who would have none of his 
opinions, because his manhood was convincing. 

In little things and great he was the same. Loaded with the 
cares of state, his attention required by the proposals of legisla- 
tors, the plans of ministers, the solicitations of diplomats, the 
schemes of party chiefs, he yet had time every day to chat with 
his invalid wife, to cheer her in her illness, and pay her the 
courtesies of a lover. Not many men of the most pre-eminent 
abilities could, year in and year out, dismiss at will the responsi- 
bilities of public station from his mind in order to give himself 
altogether to his wife for a time. 

These are the smaller burdens of private life. But how was it 
in the supreme moment when face to face with death? Still the 
same self-abnegation. His thought was of others. ‘‘Do not alarm 
my wife.”’ “Do not let them hurt him.” <A word for the wife 
he loved, a word for the man who killed him. Not a thought for 
himself.

Washing Machine Promoter Under 
Bond for Getting Money Un- 

der False Pretenses.

MACON, Mo., Sept. 21.—M. E. Nicholls, 
claiming to be the inventor and promotcr 
of a washing machine, is under a bond of 
3750 to appear before Judge W. D. Roberts 
at New Cambria on Oct. 10 to answer 4 
sharge of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses from Albert Seeman of Wein and 
attempting the same from A. H. Gillett, a 
farmer, near New Cambria.

Gillett was 
to have the counties of (nox, Scotland, 
lark and Lewis, in Missouri, For this ter- 
ritory he gave Nichoils four notes of $12 
each. They were promissory’ notes, drawn 
up in the ordinary form, but in return Mr. 
Gillett was given a contract that specified 
the notes were to be paid out of the earn- 
ings of Gillett, which were guaranteed to 
reach at least 3100 a month. he holder of 
the note was to send a man to assist Mr. 
Gillett in the sale of the machines. 

The contract looked exceedingly fair to 
Gillett and to Seeman and they promptly 
fixed their names to the notes and awaited 
the appearance of the agent who was going 
to help them sell washing machines. The 
next thing Seeman heard of the matter was 
when his notes turned up at the New Cam- 
bria Bank. Nicholls had tried to dispose 
of Gillett’s notes, but failed, and Giilett 
ut an attorney after him, who succeeded 
n recovering his notes.

The Girl, a Laundry Employe, Disap- 
peared Sept. 4 and Her Body 
Was Not Discovered Un- 
till Sept. 7.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 21.~Was it 
murder or suicide? It political pull at 
work? 

These are the questions all the citizens 
of Troy are asking each other concern- 
ing the strange death of Mary Killion, a 
pretty laundry girl, whose mutilated body 
was found in the Hudson river on Sept. 7. 

Already the case has developed phases 
which make it one of the most remark- 
able on record. 

The majority of people in the neigh- 
borhood of Troy, Albany and surrounding 
districts are strongly inclined to the be- 
lief that the girl's death was the result 
of foul play. 

Already rewards to the extent of nearly 
$600) have been offered for the conviction 
of the murderer or murderers. 

Those who uphold the murder hypothe- 
sis have something more than mere theory 


to gO upon. Two’great wounds were found 
in the back of the head. About the body 
in vdrious places were brulses as if the 
woman had been severely beaten. 

Besides the bruises, the condition of the 
features showed strong evidence of stran- 
gulation. 

Around the throat appeared the red 
@earifications of finger prints. 

Mary Killion disappeared from Troy on 
the night of Sept. 4 On the morning of 
Sept. 7, when the body had been in the 
water about 50 hours, it was found. 

The point at which the giri disappeared 
is one of the most centrally located places 
in the city of Troy. Yet not a suund was 
heard. 

Only one man comes forward anc claims 
to have seen a man beating a woman on 
the fatal night of the girl's disappear- 
ance, a few feet from the spot where the 
hat was found. 

If Mary Killion’s death was suicidal, why 
then the torn condition of her hat and 
veil? If murder were committed, why did 
the murderer choose so public a spo:i? 

Such are the points which make the 
death of this girl an enigma. 

Mary Killion was a very attractive voung 
woman. She was 22 years of age—just at 
the period when youth seeks diversion. Her 
home life seemed to be happy, but it was 
doubtless somewhat monotonous. Mary 
Killion’s manner was vivacious. Her spir- 
its seemed to be always good, save when, 
0a one occasion, she remarked to a girl 
friend, Miss Mamie Glynn, that she wished 
she were dead. 

Miss Glynn is the last person whe has ac- 
kniwledged sceing Mary Killion alive. 

Mary Killion seemed to have very 
male companions, 

The last day Mary Killion was seen alive 

she was in the company of Miss Mamie 
Glynn, who worked with her in Tims 
Laundry. Both girls left the laundry early 
in the afternoon. 
After visiting a number of stores and 
looking in various windows, the two girls 
finally paid a visit to the home of ex-Al- 
derman Calt. It was at the suggestion 
of Miss Killion that this visit was paid. 
Miss Killion had known Martin Ca't for 
a number of years. During the course of 
this visit Calt went out and came back 
with some beer. Miss Killion drank two 
glasses of beer, but Miss Glynn confined 
|herself to ‘‘soft drinks.” 

On reaching the street cars Miss Glynn 
and Miss Killion had a discussion about 
| riding home. Miss Killion. though the 
hour was late (8:30 p. m.), decided to walk 
home. Miss Glynn tt on the car and, 
she says, went directly to her home. No 
one has been able to divine Miss Killion’s 
reason for wishing to walk. It was some 
distance to her home. 

From that fatal moment no one has been 
found who saw Mary Killion alive.

Ramsey ruined twenty-five or more for him 
this summer. He says that he took the 
young man to his patch after finding that 
the tracks were made by the shoes Ramsey 
wore, the latter confessed his guilt, and he 
then meted out to him some slight sum- 
mary punishment.

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THE COBRA DISAST 


BLAME FOR SENDING THE CRAFT 
TO SEA. 


THE COMMANDER'S MISGIVINGS 


Considered Ominous That Three British 
Warships Named After Snakes 
Have Met Disaster. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch, 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, Sept. 21—No naval disaster | 
since the sinking of the Victoria has caused | 
more excitement throughout Great Britain | 
than the loss of the torpedo boat destroyer | 
Cobra, with 67 lives, Wednesday, off the | 
north sea coast of England. 

Expert opinion here strongly condemns 
those responsible for sending the Cobra to 
eea in such tempestuous weather. Lieut. 
Bosworth Smith, who was in command, 
suggested a doubt of the advisability of do- 
ing so, but was overborne by confident 


statements made by the manager of the 
Elswick works, where the Cobra was built, 
and by Manager Parsons of the Turbine 
manufactury, who engineered her, that 
she had already been tried with entirely 
satisfactory results’ in much heavier 
weather. Both Smith and Parsons went 
down with the vessel. 

‘Apart from the question of the seaworth!- 
ness of the delicately constructed boats, 
which drive headlong through the waves, 
secure navigat'on becomes difficult owing 
to the impossibility of keeping a proper 
lookout in the blinding.spray, or of making 
nautical observations and calculations un- | 
der the trying conditions that prevail. 

The strain upon them may be judged 
when it Is stated that the Cobra, a vessel 
of 40 tons displacement and constructed | 
of quarter-inch steel, carried machinery of 
the same engine power as 10,000-ton battle- 
ships. As such vessels do not steer prop- 
erly when driven slowly, the risk must be 
taken of forcing them forward at a high 
rate of speed.

SHOWED ANGER 


Hears His Tactics Criticised 
by Commander Schroeder, 


TOO SLOW IN MOVEMENTS 


KEPT TOO FAR OUT WHEN AT- 
TACKING THE COLON. 


Dewey Carries His Lunch to Court, Is 
Resplendent in Gold Lace and Is 
an Impartial Presiding 
Judge.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—At today’s 
session of the court of inquiry Rear 
Admiral Schley heard Commander Seaton 
Schroeder, who served under him at San- 


tlago, severely criticize his conduct during 
the campaign. Schroeder was the execu- 


tive officer of the battleship Massacnu- 
setts during the war. 

Setting within ten feet of Commander 
Schroeder, who was testifying, Admtira] 
Schley reddened, moved about in his chair, 
and nervously pulled his mustache. 

Schley’s counsel exerted their efforts to 
have Commander Schroeder mddify his 
testimony, but in their cross-examination 
opened questions upon which the judge ad- 
vocate brought out another statement 
from the witness that .Admiral Schley 
did not, in his opinion, ao his full duty 
“Did the flying squadron proceed with 
all dispatch to Santiago from Cienfuegos?’ 
asked the judge advocate. 

“No, sir, we did not,” calmly answered 
Commander Schroeder, biting at his 
closely cropped gray mustache. “Our speed 
was nothing like as great as it should 
have been ”’ 

Another question from the judge advo- 
cate regarding the bombardment, of the 
Colon brought from Commander Séhroeder 
a severe criticism of Admiral Schley's 
course. Commander Schroeder's answer 
was: 

“We should have gone in closer to the 
Colon when firing at her and steamed 
more slowly. There was no obstacle to pre- 
vent our going gin and sinking her at her 
moorings.”” |. 

Altcgether the testimony was not as fa- 
vorable to the case of Admiral Schley as 
it was yesterday. His counsel were alert 
and succeeded in having a number of ob- 
jections sustained by the court. They are 
more learned In matters of court proceed- 
ure than the naval 'awyers and usually 
carry the court with them. 


GEN. MILES OUTDONE. 


Admiral Dewey opened court promptly at 
ll o'clock. He is running matters on a 


schedule and insists upon punctuality. 
There were no iate comers and the spec- 
ators were more numerous than at any 
previous session. 

Amiral Dewey brought his luncheon toéay 
in a ttle basket, and did not leave the 
navy yard until after the hearing had ad- 
journed 
Admiral Dewey and his colleagues wore 
full service uniforms, which were decorated 
with more gold lace and buttons than Gen. 
Miles was ever able to concentrate on any 
uniform that he owned. The admiral’s 
coat will undoubtedly stand as the finest 
creation of its kind that has ever been seen 
in Washington. It was glorious. 

The assertions of Admiral Sampson, tn his 

magazine articles, that the blockading 
squadron of Admiral] Schley was more than 
twenty-five miles out from Santiago was 
disproved completely by officers who have 
testified during the past two days.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—On 
2th inetant. the first of the international 
yacht races for the America’s cup will be 
Sailed by the challenger, Shamrock II, and 
the defender, Columbia. The races follow- 
ing will Sailed alternate days until 
the series is completed 

The cup and the international cham- 
pilonship will be awarded to the boat win- 
ning three out of five races. 

The race will start from an 
line drawn between the Sandy 
Ship and the flagship, and will 
the game . point.

of 15 miles and return. The course to 
be sailed will be announced a few minutes 
before the starting gun is fired. 

The course will be measured and 
placed at the turning points shortly 
the race.

The action of the market on Monday 
morning showed conclusively that there 
was ho general liquidation to be faced. 
Keal holders were contiagent in the value 
securities. The timid ciass of holders ha 
evidentiy done their Sseluing during the pre- 
vious week at the threat of the calamity 
which fell upon the market during Friday 
night.

A movement of gold to New 
York Is confidently anticipated, but ex- 
change authorities differ widely itn their 
opinions of the certainty of the move- 
ment. The amount of this country’s un- 
lquidated credit batances abroad ‘has 
grown debatable, owing to our large pur- 
chases of home securities from olders 
and large borrowings by Amertean syn- 
dicates from foreign capitalists. 

The recent large receipts of Australian 
gold which have found their way ultim- 
ately to New York bank reserves, cute off 
a customary source of suppl for London, 
and, fn fact, represents Nguidation of Lon- 
don obligations to New York, thus lessen- 
ing future claims.

What 
isn't used In making one generally goes to 
the other, and perhaps few golfers réalize 
what a curious experience the golf ball has 
been through before it bumps onto the links 
for the first time. All the gutta percha in 
the world comes from the islands and main- 
land about Singapore. The trees which 
supply this curious substance are hidden 
away tin the deepest jungles, where only 
natives find it worth their while to go after 
them. Tigers, pythons, cobras, alligators 
and malarial mosquitoes, all these and more 
are at home under the shade of the gutta 
tree, and as I said before, . nly the sav-

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ages who were born and brought up tn the 
neighborhood feel in any way inclined to 
collect golf-ball mater-al. 

It may be they know what a hue and 
cry would go up if golf had to be given 
The chances are, however, they know noth- 
ing but the market value gutta, and 
seem to take kindly to the work. When a 
gutta percha tree is found it is cut down, 
the limbs cut off, and rings cut In the bark 
a foot or two apart the entire length of the 
trunk. At once a white milkK-like fluid ex- 
udes and quickly coagulates. The natives 
roll it up in balls and there you are. When 
no more gutta is forthcoming they collect 
the balls In a basket and hunt another tree. 
One tree will only yield material enough 
for a very few balls, even though it be a 
giant of the forest and 60 years old. No 
worder it wae necessary to destroy hun- 
dreds of thousands of these trees during the 
last vears in order to supply the ever- 
increasing demand. No wonder today the 
old gutta percha trees are on the verge of 
extinction except In the unexplored and al- 
most inaccessible jungles of Borneo and 
Sumatra.

By this time it was evident to all that the 
attempt to force a direct way northward to 
the pole could not succeed while the pack 
of ice continued . It was decided to take a 
northwest course and endeavor to effect a 
landing on Greenland. But this, too, was 
rendered impossible by the ice. Indeed, as 
returning whalers and explorers reported 
last spring. Capt. von Baudendahl appears 
to have struck the very worst possible year 
for ice. All reports agree that it was worse 
in 1900 than it has been in a decade, 


Undaunted, the Matador was turned to- 
ward Spitzbergen again and there, on Nov. 
26. the most southern of the Danish islands 
Vas sclected as a temporary station. The 
men built a hut and for a month they get 
aiorg well, despite tueir extreme loneliness. 
Bu: on Dec. 12 three men became seriously 
iil, and it was decided that the only chance 
to save their lives weuld be in tmuahkhing 
West Spitzbergen and fincing Pike’s House 
where there were suitable provisions and 
remedies that had been left behind by pre- 


vious expeditions. The work of carrying the 
sick men through the intense cold to the 
boat and clearing a way out for it through 
the ice in the fiord, was a desperately hard 
undertaking, with only four men left to at- 
tend to the sick and to handle the sails that 
were so stiff and heavy with ice that it 
was like handling things of iron. 

But Spitzbergen was made safely and, 
after a hazardous journey in a real Arctic 
blizzard, Pike’s House was found. A polar 
bear was shot on the day of arrival there, 
and fresh meat did wonders for all, espe- 
Claliy the sick men. 

Thenceforth there was little trouble. But 
the ice continued bad and kept the expedi- 
tion helpless, through all the months from 
that time until the Swedish-Russian expe- 
dition found them. 


As one of Von Baudendahl’s objects had 
been to find Andra of possible, his first 
question was about him. When he was 
told that no news of any kind had reached 
the world he expressed his belief that he 
would find out what had become of the 
party. He said that, owing to the delay 
from the ice, he did not know whether or 
not he would try to make a dash finally 
toward the pole or not. He had decided, 
however, under any circumstances to make 
his way over ice and sea to the eastern 
coast of Greenland and to explore the still 


lying north of 77 degrees. There, between 
the eastern extremity that was touched by 
Hudson in 1607 and never since then by 
anybody, to the westernmost point where 
both Peary and Astrup touched in 1892, lies 
a land 400 miles wide that no living man 
ever has seen. And to be the first man to 
see it is Von Baudendahl’s desire. 

This ambition is shared with him by hfs 
men. They are enthusiastic, and the non- 
success thus far of the expedition has not 
discouraged them a jot.

As soon as we have landed the Ant- 
arctic will return to Tierra del Fuego, and 
a scientist, who will sail with her, will con- 
duct the researches tn that hitherto little 
explored country.

WAT is the fate of Miss Ellen H. 
Stone, the American missionary in 
Turkey, recently captured by bri- 
gands in the mountains near Djuma? 

With her companion, a beautiful Bul- 
garian woman and convert, Miss Stone dis- 
appeared as she was traveling from Samo- 
kov to Salonica. From what has been 
learned it is as if the Sultan's land had 
opened and swallowed up the two women 
as they journeyed through the wild moun- 
tain passes. 

All the influence of the American embassy, 
both in open demands and veiled threats, 
has been brought to bear upon the Turkisn 
government to spur it to action. The Sul- 
tan himself has ordered the governor of 
Balonica to secure the release of the two 
women, if they are imprisoned, by any 
means at his command. 

Details of Turkish troops are searching 
the mountain regions, where the capture 
took place, but so far the search has been 
utterly without result. 

No trace of the mis-ionary or of her young 
companion has been found. 

The brigands, as yet, have made no de- 
mand for ransom. If they ask money it 
will be counted out to them in gold, without

Experienve has shown that the only way 
to deal wiih Turkish bandits safely is 
pay first and punish afterward, !f possible. 

The case is the strangest one which has 
ever come before the American board of 
foreign missions. 

Bandits infest all parts of European Tur- 
key, but this is the first instance in which 
@ white missionary has been kidnaped and 
carried off bodily by roving bands. 

On one other occasion Miss Stone was 
the victim of Turkish brigands, but without 
serious results. She and three other mis- 
slionaries were traveling together, the four 
having but three horses for their mount. 
The party were set upon by a band of 
robbers and one of their horses were car- 
ried off. The bandits were big, burly 
Kurds, all well mounted, and evidently in- 
tent on nothing but booty. 

“Aren't you ashamed to rob defenseless 
women’ protested one of the missionaries. 

“What,"’ said the leader of the band, with 
@s near an approah to a joke as a man 
ever gets in Turkish territory, ‘‘are not two 
big horses enough to carry four little white 
women?" 
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At all events the two horses did 
double to the next missionary station. The 
Turkish government, as usual, pretended to 
make an effort to catch and punish the 
marauders, but nothing came of it. 
contingencies are suggested by 
the trap into which the plucky American 
missionary seems to have walked at this 
time. Bands of Kurds and Circassians are 
known now to drive a traffic in capturing 
handsome Armenian and Bulgarian women 
and selling them to harems. 

Miss Stone herself is an elderly woman, 
but her Bulgarian companion was young 
and beautiful. That the bandits have thus 
far dymanded no ransom is a significant and 
alarming fact. 

The route upon which the women were 
traveling was one of the wildest in that 
portion of Turkey in Europe—Macedonia. 

According to cabled dispatches from the 

Rev. Dr. J. H. House, the head of the 
American missionary board in Turkey, Miss

-CIVILIZED CLOTHING 


NE tribe of Indians today exter- 
minated and another rapidly dying 
out through the use of civilized 

clothing, is the mournful report brought 
Back to the Bureau of Ethnology by Prot. 
W. J. McGee, who has recently completed 
an extended tour through northwestern 
Mexico in the interests of ethnological re- 
search. The party from the bureau consist- 
ea of Prof. McGee, Mr. Delancey W. Mc- 
Gill, two cowpunchers and an Indian in- 
terpreter. The party left Washington about 
three months Ago, outfitted at Phenix, 
Aris., where the Indians and stock rustlers 
Were recruited, and then proceeded into 
Sonora, the most northwestern of the Mex- 
joan states, a region which has been a ter- 
Ta incognita to science up to a half dozen 
years ago, when the Bureau of Ethnology 
first began to prosecute iis inquiries into 
the life history of the Ceri Indians, that 
tribe of:reputed cannibals inhabiting Tibur- 
on Island in the Gulf of California. 

The object of the present expedition was 
to locate and study the Topokaw Indians on 
the western coast of Mexico, This tribe cor- 
responds to the Digger Indians of Arizona 
and Nevada, being one of the lowest order 
of all the aborigina! tribes of this country. 
They differ from the Diggers, however, in 
the fact that they live upon the barren 

coast of the Gulf of California and wring a 
scanty subsistence from the sandy beaches 
by digging mollusks, catching turtles and 
j fishing in the teeming sub-tropical waters 
ot the gulf. Like several of the Mexican In- 
dian tribes, they have been on the wane for 
the past 10 vears, but their primitive arts 
‘were of considcrable interest to science, as 
were also their tribal customs and their 
vocabulary, by which the bureau of eth- 
nology hase managed to bulld up a fairly 
comprehensive life history of the various 
Indian tribes of the continent. Some of 
the discoveries in this line have been ex- 
ceedingly interesting and promised in time 
to settle théymuch disputed question of the 
origin of the American Indian tribes, and 
the population of the Western Hemisphere. 


, 
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It came to the knowledge of the bureau of 
ethnology that the Topokaws were nearly 
extinct. They had been squeezed to the 
limit of endurance between the savage 
Apaches on the north and the more savage 
Seris of the south. 

Just what led to the final undoing of this 
primitive tribe of Indians !t {is difficult to 
tay, but the fact that several prosperous 
cattle ranches have been planted in this 
region during the last few years probably 
furnishes the explanation. The Topokaw, 
ike the Seri, would sooner eat white man’s 
cattle than delve rations In the briny water 
of the gulf. Ranch owners, especially Mex- 
ican ranch owners, object to this free and 
easy mode of existence for Indlan tribes, 
and do their best to increase the four-footed 
population of the ranges at the expense 
of their biped inhabitants. The owners of 
the Devoka ranch were rather hazy as to 
what had become of the bvbeach digger In- 
dians, but the fact that the Costa Rica 
ranch in the Seri country to the southward 
had a flourishing graveyard of Seris on its 
outskirts led to the very logical conclusion 
that the Topokaws, who are a more peace- 
ful though perhaps no more honest tribe, 
had been forced to give up tn the struggle 
for existence with the Mexican cattle and 
their Mexican owners. 

The party struck out across the desert 
from Carborca and landed at Quito vi 
Quito, which is one of the oldest Indian set- 
tlements in the country, and supposed to be 
the last outpost settlement before one 
strikes the mouth of the 
where it enters the Gulf of California 
What was the surprise of the party, there- 
fore, when they found ea rallroad running 
west from this desolate Indian settlement.

Sev- 
eral hours of hard travel brought us to the 
foot of the mountain and with good weath- 
er and good roads for travel, nightfall 
found us in sight of the campfires of our 
Indian friends. 


Coming in the light of the fires. the old 
guide let out a wild yell that é@choed and 
reached throughout the canyon and imme- 
diately in response terrible yells filled 
the night air. In a few moments we were 
Surrounded by the red men. Their cries 
were of joy and not of war, happy to see 
their old friend, Simon Ollendorf. That 
night we enjoyed the hospitality of A. Ca- 
pore and his band. After the evening meal 
Seven pale faces and 20 red men sat around 
the campfire and smoked the pipe of peace. 
An hour or so in conversation of mixed 
Indian and Mexican between our guide and 
the chief and then we al! retired for the 
night. Around the campfire we spread our 
biankets and amid the crackling of the fire 
brands and the howling of the animals 
around the hills we were lulled to sleep. 

Early morning's light found us up and 
after the morning meal a tramp of a mile 
brought us to the Black Lake. Indian and 
white man crouched together behind trees 
and shrubbery to watch for our game as 
it came down from the mountain to drink. 
This is the only body of water for miles 
around, 

Concealment was none too soon, for in 
& moment two big cinnamon bears pushed 
their way through the thicket about mid- 
way between Garland, a member of the 
whites, and Poo-Bah, cvusin to A. Capore, 
the chief, who were about 530 feet apart. 
Both saw and fired upon the bears at the 
same time. The reports of the guns and 
terrible growls of rage or pain from the 
bears brought the entire hunting party to 
the beheld two big cinna- 
mons and (wo little cubs. Either from pain 
or in defense of their young the big cin- 
nmamons started for the crowd.

He rolled as the other bear struck 
his back and, Vrawing his knife, let him 
have it in the neck. Two of his brothers In 
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red finished the animal with thetr kniven 

The shots fired by Garland and Poo-Hah 

had just skinned-the backs of the animals. 

No shots were fired in the fight, as men 
and bears were too close together. The 
cubs were captured and with the two big 
cinnamons sent back to camp with some 
of the Indians. 

After Burnhardt’s wounds were dressed 
and our nerves cooled we started up the 
mountain in search of more game. After 
several hours of tramping and no game in 
sight we returned to camp, tired and hun- 
gry. The bears were skinned, cleaned end 
hung up. Bear steaks were the principal 
food for the remaining days in camp. We 
found the little cubs cute and amusing and 
the first night after thé hunt they caused 
us to spend the most anxious and watchful 
night of our lives. . 

Night had no sooner come than the anl- 
mals of the hills commenced their evening 
concert. Our little cubs joined in the chorus 
and the animals on the hillside heard them. 
The nolse increased in volume and seem to 
wake the very night. A crackling of the 
brush was warning that the animals were 
moving down the mountain and we 
thought, if possible, to get near the cubs. 
More wood was heaped upon the fire and 
everyone grabbed his gun, ready for action 
in case of necessity. Back from the fire 
all silently stepped. The death line was the 
rim of the firelight on the opposite side 
and we were prepared to give any animal 
that crossed that line at least thirty shots 
in a volley. From the notse one would think 
the whole animal kingdom had broken 
loose. There was no sleep that night and 
dawn found Indian and white man resting 
on their guns worn and weary. 

Three more bears and much smaller game 
fell victims during the hunt. Hermann and 
J. E. McCune carried off the honors among 
the whites and Sim Pa for the Indians. 
After four days’ sport we returned to Las 


Vegas. 


INDIAN 
NAMES FOR MONTHS. 


HE moon ts the Indian's calendar, He 
reckons time by its changes, and 
long before the white man came te 

America the red man had a pretty clear 
idea of a month of time. The moon goes 
through four changes in four weeks, From 
full moon around to fall moon again is 
therefore nearly one month, or as the In- 
dian called it—moon. ‘After all, the Eng- 
lish word month means moon, and is de- 
rived from that word. So it seems the moon 
is responsible for the idea of month. But 
the Indian named his months or moons 
from the things that most appealed to 
him—the weather, the plants, the hunt, 
etc. Here are the names by which he knew

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MONUMENTS TO PRESIDENTS KILLED BY ASSASSINS 


F the 24 Presidents of the ITI'nited 
States but three have monuments 
worthy of the name. These are 

Lincoln, Grant and Garfield. There aro 
Several monuments for and statues of 
Grant but these were erected for the sol- 
dier rather than the statesman Lincoln 
and Gartield are really the ly Presi 
dents who have monuments erected to their 
memory because they were Presidents of 
the United States. 

It ts more than probable that Mc*in- 
ley will be the third and that a monument 
to his memory will be erected over his 
tomb at Canton, O. 

The Lincoln monument is at Springficld, 
Ill., and has just been rebuilt. It is 115 
feet high and 72 feet wide at the base. 1 
cost $215,000. The tomb proper is in the 
‘north end of the monument. Six crypts are 
arranged side by side where the five mem- 
bers of the Lincoln family who have al- 
ready died are placed. In the center cry 
are the remains of Lincoln. On the « 
of this casket may be seen in a semi-cir- 
cle his immortal words, “With malice to- 
ward none; with charity for all.” n-the 
left of this crypt are the remains his 
wife, and on the right, side by s'de, his 
three sons—Edward, who died before the 
war; William Wallace, who died at the 
White House at the age of 12, and Thomas, 
or Tad, who died itn Chicago several vears 
later at the age of 18. The unoccupied 
crypt is for Colonel Rebert T. Lincoln. 

At the south end of the base of the mon- 
ument is memorial hall. Here is a bust of 
Lincoln. 

There are four flights of stairs leading 
from the ground to the terrace which is 
the top of the catacomb and memorial hal!l!: 
- on thie as a base is constructed a pedes- 
tal which Support the monument, four 
groups of war statuary and the statue of 
Lincoln.

In the left hand is the emancipation proc- 
lamation which Lincoln is offering to the 
colored race; in the right hand is a pen, 
his right arm resting upon a table covered 
with the stars and stripes; this is to rep- 
resent that he has just signed thé immor- 
tal document. The United States coat of 
arms below the statue represents the 
American eagle breaking the chain of 
slavery 
Just above the belt of states, on the four 
rs, rests the war groups. The infan- 
roup is on a pedestal 28 feet 4 inches 
high and is assigned the post of honor 
which is the advance, on the right of the 
Statue. This group represents a body of 
soldiers on thé march with their arms and 
baggage, expecting every moment to en- 
gage in battle. They have been fired upon 
by the enemy and the color bearef killed. 
The captain has picked up the flag with 
his right hand, and, potnting to the enemy 
with his left, orders a bayonet charge; a 
private soldier with musket in hand Is 
obeying the order; the drummer boy 
loosens his cap, throws away his haver- 
sack, puts his drum sticks on the keeper 
and with revolver in hand engages in the 
conflict.

T4#E grace, beauty and extraordinary 
dimensions of the relic lead one to 
believe it the most remarkable flint 


‘instrument known to archaelology. To sat- 
lisfy myself upon this point, I have sent 
'to all the leading archaeologists of Ameri- 
ica and Europe pictures of the flint in its 


exact size, asking that I be apprised if 
there is anywhere its like.

The ingenious itmitator 
is making his relics of this and that, even 
supplying a certain demand for Egyptian 
mummies; but he is not making his flints, 
nor will he, for he cannot.

Ohio, Illinois, Missouri and Ar- 
kansas are the flint states. They are found 

in the mounds and the open flelds, and a

around through newly-plowed ground and

, Years ago he found many flints, for they 
(were everywhere. But of late years they

The finest skill of the old flintmakers is 
shown fn instruments much smaller than 
imy big flint. There are little white and ob- 
|'sidean flints less than a half-inch in length, 
iand yet perfect and beautiful, with long 
‘notches for binding in the shaft of an ar- 
|row. These were the finest product of the 
'‘flintmakers. I have one but an eighth of an 
iinch long. 

I have seen a great many of the big 
archaeological collections in the United 
‘States, but I have not seen another perfect 
flint as large as the one I have found. I 
have seen big, wide spades, almost as long, 
but they were not what we would call a 


must know water polo is no child's play.
